or had united with Russia against 
us, one can realize what we have

“T do not believe Germany can 
win this war, but it is very diffi 
cult to see how we are going to 
win it unless the United States 
comes in with us as a full part- 
jner. We may avoid defeat but it 
is going to be very difficult to 
achieve victory.”

The dozen visiting journalists 
met Britain’s great wartime 
leader in the historic Prime 
Minister’s room of the bomb- 
battered Houses of Parliament 
after listening in rapt attention ta 
his buoyant war review. 

They shook hands with the 
Prime Minister, chatted—many 
saying “God bless you.” 

It was the largest journalistic 
gathering the Prime Minister had 
received since taking office and 
the visitors had a privilege not 
enjoyed even by veteran British 
correspondents. 

“Sorry to keep you gentlemen 
waiting,” said the Prime Minister 
as he arrived.

Dido’s Captain Tells 
Of Crete Massacre 


By R. J. ANDERSON 

NEW YORK (CP)—The “mass 
murder” of at least-half of a 
5,000-man German force attempt- 
ing to reach Crete last May 21, 
was the “most repellent thing I 
have ever had to do,” Capt. Henry 
W. McCall of the British cruiser 
Dido said here. 

“It was the sort of situation I 
had dreamed as being ideal— 
going among the Hun and giving 
him a bit of his own meat,” Capt. 
McCall said as he told New York 
reporters the story of the ill- 
fated German attempt to storm 
Crete by sea, Crete fell only 
under overwhelming Nazi air 
superiority. 

The Dido's captain had to 
“steel oneself with memories”as 
his 5,450-ton ship, in concert with 
two other cruisers and a de- 
stroyer force, smashed and shot 
her way through the mass of 
drowning Germans and sinking

Capt, McCall told his story at 
}a press conference in his cabin 
laboard the Dido. A dozen re- 
| porters participated in the inter- 
view, given as a result of the re- 
cent relaxation of United States 
navy rules against publication of 
the presence of British warships 
in American harbors, The Dido 
is undergoing repair in Brooklyn 
navy yard. 

Completed last year, the Dido 
joined the Mediterranean fleet 
after extensive convoy duty ir 
the Atlantic. In the Middle East 
she saw action quickly, participat- 
ing in the evacuation of Crete. 
She also aided in the capture of 
| Assab, Italy’s last port in Eritrea, 
an operation which “went en- 
tirely according to plan without 
loss of a single life.” 

The defeat of the German force 
that attempted to storm Crete by 
sea was announced in Alexandria 
| Shortly after its occurrence, This 
was Capt. McCall’s account of the 
engagement: 

“We were flying the flag of 
Rear-Admiral I. G. Glennie. In 
company with two other cruisers 
and four destroyers we were pa- 
trolling north of Crete. It was a 
dark night.

midnight we sud- 


denly encountered a large num.- | 


ber of Greek caiques — wooden 
sailing vessels with auxiliary 
motors—and a small number of 
steamers, escorted by one Italian 
destroyer. 

“We altered course into 
middle of them and opened fire, 
switching on our searchlights, at 
a range of about a mile. The Ital- 
ian destroyer sank very early in 
the proceedings—apparently she 
blew up.

LIFESAVING FEAT 


LONDON (CP)—To save sea- 
men from a torpedoed British 
merchantman, Lieut. V. B. G. 
Chessman of the fleet air arm 
landed a plane on a heavy sea, 
towed a lifeboat around to pick 
up the survivors and then ac- 
cepted a tow back to port himself 
from a trawler. 

The story of his lifesaving feat 
was told by the Admiralty. 

Piloting a Walrus plane, Chess- 
man sighted survivors of the 


‘in lifeboats, The ship had been 
torpedoed after a gun-duel with a 
submarine. 

Two miles away he saw two 
lifeboats, one with two men in it, 
the other empty. He had suffi- 
cient gasoline to fly back to base 
to summon help. So he alighted 
near the lifeboat -with the two 
men. 

They swam to the plane and 
were hauled aboard, exhausted. 
Chessman then taxied his plane 
to the other lifeboat. 

“T stopped my engine and swam 
to the boat with a line, which L 
attached to it,” Chessman said, 
describing the rescue. “I swam 
back to the aircraft, started the 
engine and towed the boat back 
to the survivors. 

The boat was then manned and 
picked up many other seamen 
| from the wreckage.

In most countries of the main- 
land of Europe there are some 
wolves running about, but Rus- 
sia is the land where they are 
found in greatest numbers. Dur- 
ing the winter they form packs 
and slay elks and horned cattle. 
They are feared by travelers who 
pass over the lonely stretches be- 
tween cities or villages. 

Many stories have been told 
about people being set upon and 
killed by hungry wolves in Rus- 
sia. It is hard to tell whether 
such stories are true, but it is 
known that the wolves of our 
continent usually are afraid of 
men. Most of them seem to have 
learned the danger from rifles. 

The North American timber 
wolf is slightly larger than his 
European cousin. The fur com- 
monly varies from grey to black, 
but sometimes is white or nearly 
white, 

Travelers in Arctic regions 
may see wolves with fur as white 
as the snow. Donald MacMillan, 
the explorer, tells of watching an 
Eskimo with a “seal screen” 
shoot a white wolf which walked 
toward him, 

Two travelers in Alaska were 
camping at a point above the 
Arctic Circle when they saw 
scores of large white wolves 
coming near. The wolves seemed 
to want to get at five musk ox- 
calves which were in the camp, 
alive. Raising their rifles, the 
men fired into the pack and 
brought dawn several of the 
wolves. The rest ran away, but 
came back shortly afterward for 
another attack. Again the men 
shot some of them and again the 
rest ran away. 

The same story went on for 
two days and nights. Then, at 
last, the white wolves which had 
escaped the bullets gave up all 
attempts to reach the camp. 

Although wolves seldom are 
tamed, they are closely related 
to the Eskimo dogs which serve 
as beasts of burden in the far 
north,

DF4® DOROTHY DIX—I am a single wonfan, 32 years of age, and 
have a niece of 18 who has a child born out of wedlock. I am 
torn between knowing whether to take this baby and go to another 
city, saying that the child is mine and that my husband is dead, or 
to pay for its care somewhere. My niece is not in a position to 
support the little one and will go insane if I cannot do something 
for her. I do not know whether she will ever be able to care for the 
child. Should I devote my life to the care of both of them? I do 
not think I will ever marry, and I have only a fair way of earning 
my living myself. Please tell me what to do. PERPLEXED. 


Answer—In the first place, give up the foolish idea of going 
somewhere and changing your name and pretending you are a widow 
with a child. That kind of thing only works out in novels. In real 
life it is always a boomerang that destroys the idiot who thought she 
could put it across. 


My earnest advice to you is to put the child where it will be taken 
care of and pay for its keep, while you go on with your regular life, 
living honestly in the sight of the world.
